0. 1.. McPherson of Vulcan, for¬ 
mer Minister of Public Works for 
Alberta, has recently completed a 
lecture tour in United States, 
speaking under auspices of Rotary 
I nternational. This tour involved 
travel of about 20,000 miles 
through nine states, speaking of¬ 
ten three or four times a day, five 
days a week. The general theme 
of Mr. McPherson’s lectures was 
the maintenance of world trade 
and high standard of living, but 
talk* were fa rly flexible according 
to the audience interest, and under¬ 
lying all was the purpose of bring¬ 
ing information about Canada and 
Britain, and increasing undei 
standing between English-speak¬ 
ing peoples: 

Mr. McPherson addressed the 
Higtf River Rotary Club on Thurs¬ 
day evening, offering many inter¬ 
esting comments on what he had 
experienced on the toqr. “1 am al¬ 
ways impressed with the relation¬ 
ship between Canaria and United 
States. The international exchange 
of settlers, business men and in¬ 
dustry between the two countries 
is unequalled in the world. Canada 
must act a%an interpreter between 
United States and Britain. We 
must work at it more seriously 
than we have in the past." 

"Americans" said Mr. McPher¬ 
son “are the most lectured people 
to be found anywhere. But they 
seem to like it. and pay big money 
for the priv lege of being talked 
to on every subject under the sun. 
The average American audience is 
very sportsmanlike, and honest in 
admitting to errors if these are 
mad ■ clear to them. But a disap¬ 
pointing attitude was too quick 
criUeism on matters on which they 
were not rightly informed."

Provinces May 
Accept Terms 

(Frdni Financial Post) 

Hope and patience best describe 
the current state of Ottawa's at¬ 
titude to Dominion-Provincial re¬ 
lations—hope that all provinces 
will sooner or later agree to Fin¬ 
ance Minister Ibdey’s fiscal pro¬ 
posals and patience in the detailed 
laborious paper work now in pro¬ 
gress to fashion individual agree¬ 
ments with those which have al¬ 
ready fallen in line. 

Heading the parade to sign on 
the datted line are Manitoba, Sas¬ 
katchewan, New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island. Alberta’s 
present reluctance is thought 
-greatly tempered by knowledge of 
the impossible burden of double 
taxation which would have to be 
borne if no agreement were made. 
British Columbia is expected to 
ask and receive an important “bi¬ 
lateral" concession in the way. of 
highway or railway relief—a con¬ 
cession thought justifiable in the 
national interest, and one which 
would make acceptance consider¬ 
ably more palatable while’not dis¬ 
turbing the over-all offer to other 
provinces. 

No Choice for Ontario 

Ontario, it is thought, will 
eventually find it has no. choice. 
The argument here is that*the 
Province has taken no steps to set 
up an income tax law and tax col¬ 
lection machinery of its own. Such 
machinery is thought essential by 
Jan. 1, 1947 if provincial taxpay¬ 
ers are not to be penalized in re¬ 
spect of the proposed 5 r /r deduc¬ 
tion in their personal income tax, 
which the Dominion offered to any 
“non-agreeing” province which 
wanted to set up its own tax sys¬ 
tem.- 

The Nova Scotia cabinet is re¬ 
ported favorably inclined — with 
one important exception, Premier 
Macdonald. Eventually the differ¬ 
ences wjiich have been raised hen.- 
afe expected to be ironed nut, es¬ 
pecially those concerning “minor’’ 
fields of taxation, on which Mr. 
Macdonald raised particular ob¬ 
jection. 

Quebec remains an enigma. But 
is not thought that it will be the 
only province to remain out—as¬ 
suming, as is done here, that the 
other eight will eventually reach 
agreement.

points where Mr. McPherson lec¬ 
tured, and she created a stir. Ar¬ 
guments raised by her were fre¬ 
quently brought up. But on Ma¬ 
dame l’aundet’s return to England, 
she is quoted as having said that 
she was disappointed to find the 
United States less critical of Bri¬ 
tain than she expected. 

Americans are well known for 
their sympathy for the underdog, 
and at times are almost fanatical 
on questions of which they have 
little actual knowledge. But in re 
spect to the Indian problem and 
the question of why England didn't 
get out of India, one form of reply 
was to bring up the American In¬ 
dians who were robbed of their 
heritage by the. American white 
man. England has unquestionably 
improved the lot of India and is 
going to turn the country backlo 
the natives as soon as they them¬ 
selves can agree on their fo i,i of 
government. 

Part of the lecture tour ex 1 end¬ 
ed into the Southern states \\ nere 
the civil war is still a live issue. 
They call it tile “war between the 
states ’ and the* story of that war 
was daily fare down there. 

At any point adjacent to some 
did battle scene the feeling of old 
issues seems to be perpetuated 
more actively and bitterly, in one 
city the revolut.nnary Wat Was 
still such a lively issue that it was 
necessary to remind the inu'-e re¬ 
sentful tnat it isn’t George III who 
is reigning in England now, but 
King George VI.

invaded.

. speaker, to find a great lack of 
knowledge of Canada, particularly 
amongst high school stud- r’ tu 
it s aftc)- all not surprising 'hat 
Canadians are lietter informed on 
their southern neighbor. A fter 
all, we listen to American •• '*ti- 
casts, see American movies, and 
read American magazines. _
